I n the Claims: 

Cancel Claims 5, 6 and 15, amend Claims 1 and 2, and enter new Claims 24 to 34 as indi- 
cated in the Listing of Claims set forth in Appendix I attached to this paper. 
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Remarks 



It is respectfully requested that the Examiner consider Claims 1 to 4, 8 to 1 1 , 1 4, 1 6 and 21 
to 34 as set forth in the Listing of Claims attached to this paper as Appendix I. 

In light of the Examiner's allowance of Claims 5, 8. 9, 11 and 16, applicants have amended 
Claims 1 and 2 to include the limitations of allowed Claim 5. Claims 3, 4, 8 to 11 , 14, 16 and 21 to 
23 incorporate the respective requirements by reference to Claims 1 and 2. The respective 
changes do not introduce new matter within the meaning of Sections 112 and 132, and Claims 1 
to 4, 8 to 1 1 . 1 4, 1 6 and 21 to 23 should, therefore be in condition for allowance 1 ). New Claims 24 
and 25 correspond to Claims 1 and 2 as previously presented with the difference that applicants 
have introduced the limitations of allowed Claim 8.
